HELD FEB. 15 AND 16, 1938 
AND THE 
ANNUAL ELECTION, HELD FEB. 17, 1938. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 15th, 
1938 at 9:00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained 
therein:

At 9:10 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator. A counted vote of the Town Meeting Members 
was taken and at 9:21 a quorum was declared, 134 Town 
Meeting Members being present at that time. 


The hours of the meeting were voted to be from 9:00 
o’clock A. M. to 12 o’clock M and from 1:15 to such time as 
determined by the meeting, but not later than 5:00 o’clock 
P. M. in accordance with the lease of the Theatre. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of Officers by ballot—see subse- 
quent report of Election Feb. 17th). 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Stand- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Report of 1937 for the year 1938. 


Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the 
Town Report of 1937 for the ensuing year of 1938.

The awards for land taking on street damages, voted at 
Special Town Meeting have been accepted by all interested 
except one. 


The damage done by hurricane during the month of Sep- 
tember was no doubt one of the worst catastrophes ever vis- 
ited on the town. 


The action and methods of recovery taken by the vari- 
ous departments to repair the damage were notable, through 
the cooperation of the Selectmen, Highway Surveyor and De- 
partment of Public Works, work was expedited and the ex- 
pense to the town was negligible. The brunt of the cost will 
be borne by the State. 


Several new street lights have been installed, keeping 
within the amount appropriated. 
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The Electric Light and Telephone Companies should be 
commended on the splendid manner in which they carried 
on and the speed in which repairs were made to offset the 
damage caused by the storm. 


The Selectmen granted the Buzzards Bay Gas Co. per- 
mission to extend its lines to several parts of the town, so 
that at present the town is well covered by Public Utilities. 


In closing we wish to say, the cooperation and assistance 
of the major departments toward each other during the past 
year have been remarkable and have assisted greatly in suc- 
cessful operation of town affairs.

Except for the heavy emergency demands which several 
town departments were compelled by the hurricane to meet, 
the Finance Committee appropriation of $12,500 would have 
been more than adequate in 1938. Because of the hurricane, 
departments which otherwise would have lived within their 
budgets were compelled to ask emergency transfers and our 
fund was not adequate to take care of all bills at the end of 
the year. Because of the uncertainties of the coming year 
the Finance Committee has considered it necessary to re- 
quest an appropriation of $15,000 to the Reserve Fund for 
1939. 


This Committee wishes to express its appreciation of the 
cooperation of department heads in working with us to keep 
within the budgets and to keep down extra expenses. The 
same close understanding should meet with more apparent 
success in 1939. 


The Finance Committee has held eleven meetings since 
February town meeting. It held ten meetings in January and 
February to consider the 1938 budget. 


This Committee recommends the appropriation of four 
hundred ($400.) dollars for our expenses and fifteen thousand 
($15,000) doliars for the Reserve Fund.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


As your highway surveyor for the year 1938 I hereby wish 
to make the following report of work accomplished by the 
highway department for the past year. 


I can recall no administration in past years that has had 
the difficulties and unusual hardships to contend with that 
this department has had in the past year. 


Extraordinary snow storms combined with the devastat- 
ing damage caused by the hurricane of September, beset this 
department and taxed our resources to the limit. 


Through the cooperation of the Selectmen’s Department 
and the State Department of Public Works, this department 
has handled the emergency work caused by the hurricane, in 
such a manner as to cause the residents of the town very 
little inconvenience and at very little expense to the tax pay- 
ers of Falmouth. 


We have been able to obtain as grants from the state to 
cover this emergency work the following amounts: 


For reconstruction of five bridges $200,000 00 


Transfer from gas tax funds for storm 
damaged roads 16,050 00 


Transfer of Chapter 90 funds for reconstruc- 
tion of Shore Drive 10,000 00 
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The erection of bridges and the riprapping has been 
contract work, the repair to roads and the Chapter 90 work 
has been handled by my department and under the supervi- 
sion of the highway surveyor. 


On election to office I found the money appropriated for 
snow removal had been spent, therefore the funds necessary 
for snow removal to the amount of $4,194.97 had to be taken 
from my maintainance account to care for the storms that 
occurred during the year. 


On taking over the office I found the equipment scattered 
about the town and in poor condition, it being necessary to 
spend approximately $3,000. to recondition the road scrapers 
and mixer.

I am pleased to state that this report shows a thirty- 
eight percent reduction in crime in the Town of Falmouth. 
In view of the fact that the first obligation of a Police De- 
partment to the Town and to the Commonwealth is to pre- 
vent crime, I feel that our purpose has been accomplished in 
that respect. 


It is very apparent to me that this reduction in crime is 
largely due to two-way radio. Our radio system has made it 
possible to maintain constant patrol in certain areas where 
crime is most prevalent and at the same time be in a posi- 
tion to answer promptly complaints from any part of the 
town. 
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Our radio system proved its worth beyond description 
during the September hurricane. It made it possible for head- 
quarters to maintain constant communication with the 
cruisers (except during the short time that electricity failed) 
that were dispatched to the stricken areas where telephone 
lines were down and lives were in danger. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the voters of 
the Town of Falmouth for their support of my article at the 
last annual town meeting in which I requested an appropri- 
ation for two-way radio. 


I would also commend the officers and civilians who so 
generously cooperated during the storm and the weeks that 
followed. Regular officers worked many extra hours, gave up 
their days off and returned to duty while on vacations,—all 
without extra compensation. Summer officers returned to 
duty and with special officers put in long hours of patrol and 
in many instances risked their lives in their attempts to save 
the lives of others. Civilians volunteered their services and 
their cars to transport food to workers in the devastated 
areas. 


I cannot fully express the extent of the loss to this de- 
partment and to the Town of Falmouth, in the death of one 
of our regular officers, the late Ralph M. Erskine. Mr. Ers- 
kine, during his four years of service, proved to be an able 
and efficient officer, and one who never failed to take ad- 
vantage of an opportunity to obtain a better knowledge of 
his duties, and his absence is keenly felt.

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The Milk has been tested as to State Requirements; 
Total Solids 12%; Fat 3.35%; Cream not less than 15%; also 
test for bacteria. There were 87 samples of milk tested and 
every one was above the state requirements. 


The results of the above tests are all kept on file in the 
Health Office and may be seen by anyone wishing to do so. 
A copy of the test has also been sent to every producer or dis- 
tributor. 


The carcasses of slaughtered animals inspected during 
the year were as follows: Hogs 195, 1 Cow, 2 Calves. We would 
like to call attention to the following regulation: 


“The carcasses of all animals that are slaughtered in the 
Town of Falmouth and are to be sold for food must, if ap- 
proved, be stamped by the Inspector of Animals at the time 
of slaughtering.” 


There have been 26 cases of dog bites and all dogs have 
been quarantined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. Four 
persons received anti-rabic serum treatment and one dog was 
immunized due to exposure to rabies. Only 1 dog, a visitor 
to Falmouth, was found upon examination of the head, to 
have rabies. 


All cattle in the town were tested for tuberculosis during 
the month of August and all were found free from the disease. 
There were 449 cattle tested in a total of 173 herds. 


There were 8 diphtheria cultures taken and all found 
negative. 


Over 100 complaints have been received and officially 
acted upon. The rear of all stores, hotels and other places 
selling food have been inspected. 


The waters of Vineyard Sound have been examined and 
found to be free from pollution, particularly that part adja- 
cent to Falmouth Heights hotels. 
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After the hurricane a great many telephone calls and 
inquiries were received as to the condition of the drinking 
water and in all cases where there was any doubt, the water 
was tested. There were 7 samples of water tested and all 
found safe. Undoubtedly there will be a lot of repair work 
and new building in the spring and we would advise having 
the water supply again tested, particularly if it is well water. 


We would like to call attention to the following Regula- 
tion: 


“All persons desiring to construct a cesspool or privy 
vault must first receive a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health as to location of such cesspool or vault.” 


The annual Tuberculosis Clinic in the schools was held 
under the auspices of the Barnstable County Sanatorium as 
usual in November with a slight change in its policy. Previ- 
ously, pupils in the sixth, ninth and twelfth grades were test- 
ed. This year pupils in the ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
grades were tested. Written parental consents were obtained 
and 301 pupils in the upper grades were skin tested. Out of 
this number 118 were X-Rayed and no active cases were 
found. All teachers and lunch room employees have also been 
examined and all found negative. 


An Immunization Clinic was held on November 2nd, 9th, 
16th and 23rd, for the prevention of diphtheria under the 
direction of the State and local Health Departments.

As a direct result of these clinics conducted over a period 
of fifteen years, there has been but one case of diphtheria 
reported in the Town of Falmouth since 1932. It is our in- 
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tention to have these clinics continued every year in an effort 
to keep our record clear. It is interesting to note that since 
1923 there has been a total of 1781 children immunized in 
our clinics and there have been many more not reported to 
us, that have received immunization against diphtheria from 
their own family physician. We would like to thank the par- 
ents for co-operating with us, also the nurses and any who 
have helped with transportation, or in any way, in making 
our clinics a success. 


We also wish to thank the Nursing Association, the 
School Department, the Medical Fraternity, all societies and 
individuals who have so kindly given their support and co- 
operation to this Department.

Again we wish to call attention to the fact that persons 
taking garbage, rubbish, etc. to the dumps, MUST take it to 
the Dump nearest to them; however swill and garbage can 
only be dumped in the Gifford Street Dump, the only dump 
that has facilities for taking care of it. 


The Dump Keeper reports that there were 10,397 loads 
of refuse or garbage brought to the Gifford Street Dump dur- 
ing the year 1938.

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Report of Water Department

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We wish to submit herewith our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1938. 


At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. Charles E. 
L. Gifford who had previously served seven years as Water 
Commissioner, and who was appointed in September 1937 to 
serve until election, was elected to complete the term of Mr. 
Austin F. Lawrence, which would expire in February, 1939. 
The board was re-organized with Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chair- 
man, and Mr. C. Edward Hall, Secretary. The office and op- 
erating staff has continued as previously with J. C. Moore, 
Superintendent, George A. Griffin, Registrar and Engineer, 
Mrs. W. L. Hewins, Bookkeeper, and Miss Irene Silva, Clerk. 
Mrs. H. H. Broadbent acts as Collector of Water Revenue in 
the office of the Town Treasurer. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


We are pleased to report that the water plant has con- 
tinued to meet all requirements satisfactorily both for domes- 
tic and fire protection purposes. An unusually wet season in 
the early summer was responsible for reducing the total 
pumpage considerably. Various factors increased the pump- 
age in the latter part of the year, such as loss due to broken 
services and water used for cleaning up after the hurricane, 
as well as a considerable amount used in connection with ex- 
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tensive pipe cleaning operations. The total pumpage for the 
year was 313,312,000 gallons—a small increase over the year 
1937. Of this amount 1,146,000 gallons were pumped by the 
emergency gas centrifugals. 


The principal large extension completed during the year 
was at Acapesket. This was started in 1937 and completed 
in April this year by carrying an 8” line on a specially con- 
structed trestle over Great Pond Inlet. There was some de- 
lay in the construction of the trestle due to the requirements 
of the War Department for adequate openings for boats. Ex~ 
cept for being thrown slightly out of line at one end by the 
highway bridge, this trestle withstood the hurricane of Sep- 
tember 21st and the main has supplied Acapesket district 
continuously. 


An extension of 3000 feet of 6” pipe was laid on the 
Locustfield or “Trotting Park Road” in the Spring, in accord- 
ance with a vote at Town meeting. 


A minor extension of the mains to Silver Beach High- 
lands was laid under a 9% guarantee. 


The only other main extension completed at the end of 
the year was that of a new 6” line on Grand Ave. South, Fal- 
mouth Heights, from Terrace Gables Hotel westerly to Look- 
out Ave. This supplies a much-needed loop line and will in- 
crease the value of the hydrants in that vicinity. This was 
necessitated by the washing out of a hydrant on the bluff 
near Terrace Gables Hotel. The hydrant has been re-located. 


Lack of satisfactory fire pressures at certain times made 
it necessary to clean a considerable length of main. ‘This 
work was done by contract with the National Water Main 
Cleaning Company and is described in detail later on in this 
report. 


The number of service renewals has increased this year. 
After about 15 or 20 years, ordinary galvanized pipe corrodes 
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and fills up to such an extent that the flow is very much re- 
duced. All renewals are made with copper tubing at least to 
the street line, and quite generally directly into the house at 
the option of the owner. The cost of renewing to the street 
line is met by this department as in the past. 


The meter system is now in its second year and many of 
the early difficulties have been overcome. It is our feeling 
that the majority of takers are satisfied with this method of 
charging as it gives the opportunity to keep down the cost 
of water by avoiding waste. As a result of the first year’s 
experience, it was felt that the minimum allowance could be 
increased and the sliding scale for larger users be reduced. 
This will result in a saving to all takers and particularly to 
the large consumers. From a pressure standpoint the results 
of metering have continued to be very satisfactory. The 
height of water in the standpipes and the average fire pres- 
sures have been consistently maintained at a higher level 
than before metering. 


During the hurricane of September 21st there was pos- 
sibility of considerable damage to the water system, but for- 
tunately we had no actual break in the mains, although one 
hydrant was broken off by a building floating over it. At no 
time were any of the main lines out of service, which elim- 
inated the possibility of contamination by polluted water. A 
considerable number of house service pipes were broken and 
continued to run for several hours after the storm. As a re- 
sult of this, there was a very large loss of water for awhile 
resulting in reduced pressures. The principal places where 
services were broken were at Silver Beach, Maravista and in 
Woods Hole along the Bay Shore and Penzance. These were 
located and shut off as rapidly as possible although where 
houses were carried away at Silver Beach, it was impossible 
to shut off water for several days on account of wreckage 
covering the curb boxes. Normal pressures were available 
within a day or two of the storm by operating the pumps con- 
tinuously. There were sixty meters lost or destroyed at Sil- 
ver Beach. Water mains were exposed where roads had

washed out, but these were covered in before cold weather 
without any damage. This occurred at Chappaquoit, Racing 
Beach, Penzance and Maravista. 


Due to the reconstruction of the bridge leading to Chap- 
paquoit, which was destroyed, it was found necessary to 
abandon the 6” line under the river and have a temporary 
line laid around the new construction. This was arranged 
for with the Department of Public Works, Bridge Department, 
who bore all the expense of this temporary hook-up. Space 
has been provided on the bridge for water mains and before 
the completion of the bridge, a new 6” line will be laid 
through an opening in the bridge. 


METER AND FLAT RATES 


Meter rates have now been in effect sufficiently long for 
us to obtain a complete record of the year’s results of the 
new system as compared with the old. 

A comparative study was made covering those services 
which were on a flat rate prior to July 1, 1937 and which now 
are on a meter basis. Services supplied by meter prior to that 
time are not included. THe net total charge on the meter 
basis was $61,807.09 as compared with $63,939.97 on flat rate, 
a net decrease of 3.2% in the charges for the whole town. Al- 
though this represents the results of a year’s meter readings, 
certain factors enter into it which may modify it at the end 
of another year. For example, in certain districts in the 
above study, there is included the results of the summer of 
1937 which was unusually dry. A large quantity of water was 
needed for irrigation purposes and takers did not have the 
benefit of experience with meters to guide them. Consequent- 
ly, some of the summer bills were much higher during that 
quarter than they have been in later quarters. 


On the whole, we feel that although there was undoubt- 
edly a curtailment of the use of water during the past year, 
the result of the year’s metering indicate that the rate as 
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now in force will produce somewhat less revenue than previ- 
ously. Now that the large initial expenditure for installing 
meters has been taken care of, and bond payments are de- 
creasing, it was felt that some decrease in income was justi- 
fied. Therefore, a reduction of the rates was made on August 
1st of this year, by increasing the allowance for the minimum 
charge and lowering the point at which the sliding scale be- 
gins to go into effect. Further adjustments will be made 
as warranted, to make rates as equitable as possible for all 
classes of takers. It is possible that in the future it will be 
necessary to make a charge for installing and removing 
meters in houses which have no cellars or meter pits. This 
is done in practically all places having such conditions and 
we believe it only reasonable that takers should either pay 
a charge for this service or provide a frost-proof pit to avoid 
the expense of removing the meter every year. This applies 
particularly to summer takers.

Due to delay in getting the permit from the United 
States War Department, the trestle over Great Pond Inlet 
in connection with the Acapesket Extension, was not com- 
pleted until May. However, early in April the temporary 2” 
line was connected across the Highway Bridge so that the 
takers had the benefit of domestic service when their houses 
were opened. Full hydrant service was made available on 
May 14th. 


It was our intention to replace the exisiting 114” line on 
Oakwod Avenue, with a 6” main looping it around to Lake- 
view Ave. The pipe was obtained for this purpose but due to 
a more urgent need for it at Falmouth Heights, work was 
postponed. It is intended to go ahead with this work in the 
early Spring. Another short extension recommended by the 
Fire Department and the Insurance Exchange is the continu- 
ation of the 6” line now supplying the sprinkler at the Park 
Beach Hotel, to Nantucket Ave., thus completing the loop. 


There was laid approximately 3000 feet of 6” Transite 
pipe replacing an old 2” line on the Trotting Park Road. This 
was provided with hydrants and now furnishes fire protection 
for the majority of houses on that road. We expect to make 
small additions each year to this line so as to have the 6” as 
far aS Brick Kiln Road. 


MAINTENANCE 


Maintenance work has been carried on as usual. All 
hydrants were checked at regular intervals and painted once 
during the year. 
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Main gates were also gone over to see that they were wide 
open and in proper operating condition. 


During the month of April all standpipes were taken off 
the line and thoroughly washed out. It was noted that the 
bitumastic enamel on the inside of Woods Hole and Quissett 
standpipes was in excellent condition. 


As a result of a flow test made by the New England Fire 
Insurance Exchange it was found that the pipes in different 
parts of the town were not delivering the maximum capacity 
and the Water Commissioners deemed it necessary to clean 
the lines as follows: East Falmouth Road and all branches 
leading therefrom. This includes the Davisville Road, Hatch- 
ville Road, Clark Street, Old Barnstable Road, and Bay Street, 
Waquoit; Palmer Ave. from Pumping Station to the West 
Falmouth Standpipe; all mains in the Moors section; Quissett 
Harbor Road; all main lines completing the loop of Falmouth 
Heights around Grand Avenue together with the line leading 
from Crown Circle through Forest, Crescent, and Nantucket 
Avenues and a small line on Worcester Court North. A total 
of 16.52 miles was cleaned. 


The cleaning operations have brought back the full car- 
rying capacity of the lines and greatly reduced the pumping 
head. 


There was a total of six hydrants set during the year 
which makes a grand total of 469 in the system. 


New gates were installed as follows: Jericho Path, two 6”; 
Trotting Park Road, five 6”; Menauhant Road, three 6”; Sil- 
ver Beach, one 8”, making a total of twelve 6” and one 8” 
gates set. 


There were 62 new service connections added to the sys- 
tem and 68 existing services were renewed by using copper 
tubing in all cases. There are 2,735 meters in active use.

WATER TREATMENT 


Treatment of Long Pond water with lime has continued 
to help in the elimination of rusty water, although at times 
there have been complaints of this difficulty from isolated 
sections. These sections were mostly on dead ends and con- 
ditions have been improved by thorough flushing. After the 
pipe cleaning operations in the fall, there was a period when 
more or less discoloration resulted from these operations, 
causing some complaint. At the end of the year, this rusty 
condition had subsided. 


FINANCIAL 


The total revenue for 1938 as shown in the statements 
following, was $67,463.43 which although larger than in 1937, 
is considerably less than for 1936. The relatively low receipts 
for 1937 were due to a change in the methods of billing, so it 
is fairer to compare this year’s receipts with those of 1936. 
As previously noted, the net charges on a meter basis for the 
whole town are somewhat lower than on a flat rate basis. 
As noted in our 1937 report, public buildings have accounted 
for a large amount of “free” water. 


The total amount furnished these buildings at the regu- 
lar meter rates would amount to $1,571.31. Not having this 
revenue means that the cost of supplying this water must be 
distributed among all the takers. 


The water surplus at the end of the year is less than on 
Jan. 1 by $3,446.89. Expenditures from this have been less 
than anticipated because of the delay in our construction 
program. This delay was caused by having to repair flood 
damage and by pipe cleaning operations. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is probable that several extensions of the mains may be 
asked in Town meeting. These should be examined carefully 
with respect to the effect on the system as a whole and to see 
if they give promise of a reasonable financial return to the 
town. As the system grows older, replacements become neces- 
sary. In conclusion we believe it wise to maintain the pres- 
ent satisfactory financial condition of the department in 
order to carry out certain improvements and to be prepared 
for various types of contingencies that may arise.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT 


January 6, 1939. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1938. A small 
increase in the amount of water pumped the past year will 
be noted. The large amount pumped after the hurricane, 
cleaning mains and blowing-off for discolored water account 
for this. A continuous run of 56 hours was made after the 
hurricane to replace the water in the standpipes lost through 
broken hydrants and service pipes. The water in Long Pond 
is 3” higher than at this time last year. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation ev- 
ery day for the year, delivering an average of 38.71 gallons 
of water per pound of coal for the year. 

Only minor repairs have been necessary on this unit dur- 
ing the year. 

The Sterling gas engines have been run frequently to 
keep the batteries charged and to insure their being ready in 
an emergency. New batteries have been installed on one unit. 
The plant was operated twenty-four hours a day through a 
part of July and August. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers and all appliances are in good shape and no 
repairs have been necessary, with the exception of a few 
small piping jobs the past year. Some work on the furnaces 
of both boilers is planned for this year. 


The walls and ceiling of this room which were painted a 
dark red, have been repainted with aluminum paint which 
has greatly improved the appearance, and also makes the 
room much lighter. 
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Living Rooms 
The painting of the walls and ceiling in the kitchen was 
the only work done on this part of the plant. :

There were a few ex- 
ceptions such as, excess rubbish, blocked stairways and cellars 
without clear passage from rear to front, which were cor- 
rected where found. 


Heating plants were inspected, and several defective 
smoke pipes and furnaces were found. It was ordered that 


repairs be made. 


The owners and occupants have been very courteous and 
have cooperated very satisfactorily.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 31, 1938 


To: The Chief of the Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Sir: 
In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 


mit my annual report in connection with Fire Alarm main- 
tenance, and other activities for which I am responsible. 


During the past year, up until the month of September, 
there had been no major construction. The work was mostly 
maintenance, replacement, construction due to work done by 
the Light and Telephone Companies. 


Circuit No. 1, East Falmouth and Falmouth Heights, has 
been trimmed out and should not be necessary again for two 
or three years. However, circuit No. 3, Woods Hole, is badly 
in need of trimming and should be taken care of in the com- 
ing year. 


There has been more or less trouble due to the 4600 volt 
lines grounding out on trees and burning down and in so 
doing, feeding this high voltage into the system with the re- 
sult that we had several “burn-outs” of equipment. In order 
to protect against this, in so far as possible, I am installing 
a new type arrestor that should help considerably. 


I have had considerable battery work this year as of last 
year. The cells are reaching an age, when this trouble is to 
be expected. I consider the present, an ideal time to install 
the “Trickle Charge” system of charging the batteries, as so 
many replacements must be made. In view of the fact, that 
the new system would eliminate one half of the cells now in 
use, a Saving would be effected by making the change. 


The Traffic Lights at Quissett Four Corners, have given 
no trouble other than bulbs burning out, since I installed the 
new underground cables. However, the control unit will have 
to be serviced, as it has been in use many years. I recom- 
mend that the unit be sent back to the factory. 
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I have been called upon by the various Town Depart- 
ments for assistance in various electrical matters including 
the new “Police Radio” system. 


Following is a brief outline of the work necessitated by 
the September storm:— 


Circuit No. 1—Falmouth Heights and East Falmouth, sev- 
eral boxes submerged and others burned out due to high volt- 
age lines; the line from Bristol’s corner to Maravista Ave., 
completely carried away, lines down at various sections of 
Falmouth Heights due to trees and poles blowing down. 


Circuit No. 2—Town lines down at various points, circuit 
openers and boxes were broken down with high voltage; tap- 
per and line at Pumping Station burned out; old cross-arms 
along Palmer Avenue in bad condition. 


Circuit No. 3—Woods Hole, boxes 32 and 35 Submerged 
and required factory Service; other boxes burned out; lines 
on Millfield, West and Main Sts., completely ruined; section 
of cable at Penzance Point washed out, underground cable on 
Locust Street, Falmouth, burned out by high voltage. 


Circuit No. 4—North Falmouth, Megansett and Silver 
Beach, a very long wire circuit, suffered greater damage than 
the others, necessitating the replacement of considerable 
equipment; tappers and instruments in the various houses 
and stations were burned out; Box 483 at Silver Beach was 
submerged, the line was carried out, Boxes No. 45, 47, and 48 
burned out. 


In general, all lightning protectors had to be renewed; 
all boxes had to be gone over for possible insulation break 
down, burned contacts and cleaned. There are many defects 
caused by the storm, that may not become apparent for some 
time, and may be expected to cause trouble from time to time.

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REMARKS BY THE CHIEF 


The year 1938 has showed a considerable increase in the 
number of activities of an emergency nature, which the Fire 
Department has been called upon to take over; in addition 
to the fire extinguishing work. 


The largest single loss by fire occurred on June 14th, at 
the summer residence of B. A. Tompkins, Quissett Road— 
$6300. This fire was caused by carelessness, due to painters 
burning the paint off the trim on the house. Apparently the 
wood work was ignited and not noticed by the painters until 
considerable fire had resulted. It was at this fire that the 
new Ladder Truck installed at Station No. 5, Woods Hole, was 
first used. The members of that Company used practically 
every item of equipment installed thereon; and did an ex- 
cellent bit of work in stoping the extension of the fire, and 
extinguishing it. 


The second largest loss was the residence of W. H. Buck- 
man, Maravista, on January 15th, $3500. This fire was evi- 
dently set, as there was snow on the ground. Foot prints 
leading to, and from, the fire were discovered by the first 
firemen arriving. This matter was reported to the State Fire 
Marshal’s office and a quiet investigation is still pending. 
In connection with this fire, the neighbors experienced con- 
siderable difficulty in sending in the alarm, since there was 
no alarm box in that immediate vicinity, and each had 
thought the other had reported the fire by telephone. As a 
matter of fact, the fire was discovered by Mr. Ellery Davis, 
who saw the glow on the sky from his home on Deacon’s 
Harbor. 


On December 28th, of this year, a fire occurred on Old 
Barnstable Road, in which one death occurred, the fourteen 
month old daughter of Manuel Cabral. This fire gained con- 
siderable headway, due to the delay in sending the alarm in 
to the Department. It was necessary to run considerable dis- 
tance to a neighbors’ telephone, resulting in serious delay, and 
subsequent death of the child. 
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It was however, at this fire, that the new Tank Truck 
combination satisfactorily met with its first test, and while 
loss of life is deeply regretted, yet it is my opinion, that if an 
alarm could have been promptly transmitted, every occupant 
would have been saved and the loss by fire considerably 
reduced. 


On August 14th, we received an alarm of fire for the 
Cape Codder Hotel, and due to the life hazard in connection 
with this location, I immediately requested, by radio, a second 
alarm. Luckily, through the good work of the employees of 
the hotel, the fire was promptly brought under control, with 
but little damage, and no loss of life, or injury. At this point 
I would like to emphasize that the Department’s effort was 
seriously interfered with, and greatly handicapped by auto- 
ists blocking the road and rendering approach by additional 
apparatus impossible. Warning has been served on the pub- 
lic that it is the intention of the Fire Department officials 
in case such a condition again occurs, that both the Courts 
and the Registrar of Motor Vehicles will be asked to deal pro- 
perly with any offenders, who block the right of way granted 
to Fire Apparatus by Law. 


On September 21, 1938, the Fire Department was called 
upon to meet with an emergency, which required the entire 
membership of the Department, as well as many local, and 
out of Town, volunteers. The hurricane became apparent to 
the writer about 2 o’clock in the afternoon, and by 3 o’clock, 
all members of the Department, except those on vacation, 
were ordered on duty. A general alarm was sounded request- 
ing volunteer assistance. Prompt response was rendered, and 
trucks and boats were provided. The men were organized 
into groups and sent, as rapidly as possible, to points on the 
shore where danger was evident, or where calls for help were 
made. Many rescues were effected, and it is at this point, 
that I wish to commend the good work of all members of 
the Department in their work of rescue, and especially draw 
attention to the rescue effected by Captain Mullen, Lieuten- 
ants Fisher, MacWhinnie, and Call Man Fred Gaskell, who 
rescued three children from a house at Maravista, at the

great risk of losing their own lives. If this Department were 
able, this service should be duly and properly recognized by 
suitable medal, or citation. 


During this hurricane, the telephone service was partly 
disrupted for short times and intervals, but quickly restored 
as soon as it was humanly possible to do so. The power serv- 
ice was out for several hours and it was later discovered that 
the generating plant in New Bedford had been submerged. 


In connection with the hurricane rescue work, a survey 
from all sources shows that 139 persons were rescued, or given 
assistance, and nine lives were lost. 


I wish to report that the radio has continued to prove of 
inestimable value to the Department, and since the hur- 
ricane, steps have been taken to provide continued service in 
spite of power interruptions. 


During the hurricane the entire Fire Alarm System was 
disrupted, due to falling trees bringing down the high tension 
electric wires; which, when they contacted the Fire Alarm 
wires, caused excessive voltage and burned out, or otherwise 
destroyed, one half of the Fire Alarm boxes in the Town. AS 
soon as the storm abated, the Department worked continual- 
ly, to place the Alarm in service temporarily. Due to lack of 
necessary funds—a complete job was not possible. 


On October 24, 1938, as a result of complaints of several 
property owners, the Selectmen, acting under the authority 
of Chap. 44, Section 31 of the General Laws, authorized the 
Fire Chief to place the Fire Alarm system in proper order “as 
goon as possible”. Since that time work has been proceeding, 
and at the time of writing this report an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $2,000 has been incurred. It will require an ad- 
ditional $1,000 to complete the work. Therefore, it is necess- 
ary, and recommended, that the sum of $3,000 be raised and 
appropriated at the next annual Town Meeting. 


There have been three drowning accidents during the 
past year, where the Fire Department has been called upon 
to perform emergency service. 
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During the year, one promotion from Private to Lieuten- 
ant was made, Milton R. C. McWhinnie being given the pro- 
motion. 


The Department responded on November 27th, to a fire 
at Warehouse No. 1, at the National Guard Camp Reservation, 
and again, the new Tank Truck combination at East Fal- 
mouth Station was able to successfully cope with the fire and 
prevent a large loss. 


During the year the Truck Companies have been called 
to stop leaks at several refrigeration plants, and the use of 
gas masks for this purpose, has been relied upon to abate the 
dangers. 


I wish to report that a complete automatic sprinkler sys- 
tem has been installed during the past year, at Issoksons. 
Each installation of automatic sprinklers results in a marked 
reduction of insurance costs; and the installation in every 
commercial building, and especially schools, is earnestly re- 
commended. 


I wish, again, to bring to the attention of the voters, that 
no provision has been made for the retirement, on pension, of 
members of the Fire Department Permanent Force, who have 
joined the Department since June 1937. It is my understand- 
ing that the provisions of the old law does not apply to any- 
one that joins the department after June 1937. It is sug- 
gested that this point should be made clear by the Town 
Counsel and action taken, if any is required. Inasmuch as 
both Police and Fire Departments are working under the old 
act, this condition would apply equally to both departments. 


It has been noted that an increase in the number of fires 
due to oil burner installations has occurred. It is the inten- 
tion of the Department to make additional inspections dur- 
ing the coming year, in the hope that this hazard may be 
reduced. 


Once again, I recommend that a new fire alarm truck be 
purchased for Fire Alarm maintenance. 
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It is recommended that funds be provided in the budget 
for needed station repair and painting. The physical prop- 
erty of the Fire Department housing has received but little 
attention during the past three years, having been misled 
into belief, that the painting and repair of the Fire Depart- 
ment buildings would be an excellent project for the employ- 
ment of local labor. If further delay is allowed, serious costs 
will result, if repairs are to be effected. 


I wish to commend the men of the Fire Department, both 
Call and Permanent for their efficient service during the 
year.

REMARKS 


Once more it is my pleasure to report that the acreage loss 
by fire in the Town of Falmouth is reasonably low and again 
we were fortunate to escape the destruction and possible 
death or injuries such as was suffered by our neighboring 
Town of Sandwich. It will be recalled that a very large fire 
occurred in that Town, which caused the fatal burning of 
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three men, and injury and disfigurement of two men for 
life. 


I pursued the same precautions and, in fact, amplified 
some that were outlined in my 1937 report. These precau- 
tions, or factors, for preventing large fires are repeated again 
for your information. 


1. Precautions taken during dry spells, by establishment of 
patrol, and by manning the equipment for immediate 
response during the day. 


2. By the use of two-way radio communication in con- 
nection with the Firest Fire Towers, Central Fire Station, 
and Patrol cars equipped with radio. 


3. By the cooperation of the look-out in the Forest Fire 
Towers, and immediate response of the Fire Apparatus 
when. called. 


4. By the efficiency of the equipment in hand such as, Fire 
Pumps and Tank Trucks, as well as similar minor equip- 
ment. 


FIRE HAZARD. The forest fire season during the past 
year occurred during the months of March and April. Two 
distinct dry spells of approximately three weeks intervals 
occurred, and during that period of time, extra precautions 
were taken, that are named above. 


In addition to the ordinary hazard that still exists in this 
area, an additional hazard has been created due to the blow- 
ing down of many trees during the hurricane. This will 
necessitate additional precautions for the coming year. 


TOWN PATROL. Two-way radio equipped cars were 
used during the dry season for 23 days. These cars were 
driven by radio licensed Permanent Men, and one or more 
Callmen were utilized to accompany the patrol. The patrol 
covered a route of the wooded roads and areas of the Cape 
from noon until Sundown on days of low humidity and dan- 
gerous fire hazard. The good work of this patrol has been 
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demonstrated and it is recommended that it be continued 
for the coming year. 


CLEARING ROAD SIDES. Excellent work was done by 
the Highway Surveyor in some sections, to clear the road side 
of brush, and while no fires occurred that directly showed 
the advantage of this work, it is recommended that this 
clearing be carried on during the coming year, in locations 
not already cleared. 


The annual Town Meeting accepted the provisions of 
Chapter 266, Section 9, Tercentenary Edition of the General 
Laws, but to date the Warden has not been called upon to 
use this section of the law. 


FIRE BREAKS. The system of fire breaks were again 
plowed and harrowed this year, and space between them was 
burned over in some sections. 


It is recommended that these breaks be treated again 
this year, and that in some cases they be extended. 


TWO-WAY RADIO. A new transmitting station was in- 
stalled during the year and ready for use during the fire sea- 
sons. It has been used constantly and very efficiently. For 
example, on April 28th, between 11 and 12 A. M., four in- 
cendiary fires resulted, and by use of radio the total loss in 
all fires was approximately 54% acres. Without the use of 
radio, and the rapid communication in connection therewith, 
that definitely located apparatus; it would have probably 
cost the Town several hundreds of dollars to extinguish the 
fires. 


NEW EQUIPMENT. During the year, a new piece of ap- 
paratus was added to the Fire Department and in addition 
to its ability to handle building fires, it was also designed to 
be the means of extinguishing forest fires. This equipment 
consists of a tank of 1,000 gals. capacity and a separate pump 
for direct water control on forest fires through forest fire 
14%” hose. In addition to this piece of apparatus, a Tank 
Truck of 800 gals. capacity is available for supply. The Tank 
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Truck is equipped to travel over soft ground and through 
difficult and wooded roads, being heavily powered built with 
relative light weight per wheel. The Kit is called a 10 wheel 
Truck. 


FOREST FIRE HOSE. Due to unforeseen costs in con- 
nection with establishment of radio transmitter, I was not 
able to obtain the necessary amount of new hose for forest 
fire work, and once more, I recommend the purchase of 2,000 
ft. of this hose. It costs approximately 40 cents per foot, 
coupled in 100 ft. length. 


I wish to report that this department worked in E. Sand- 
wich on March 23rd, on a direct call from the District Forest 
Warden, and in Forestdale and Mashpee on April 27th, a call 
from the Tower, and Pocasset on May 14th, called by the 
Chief of the Bourne Fire Dept. The bill for the Sandwich 
fire has been paid. The bill for the Mashpee fire has not 
been paid, and no bill has been rendered the Town of Bourne, 
because a system of mutual aid has been agreed upon be- 
tween Bourne and Falmouth. For the information of the 
voters and those who respond to out of town calls, it must 
be understood that services shall be rendered on a volunteer 
basis only. 


A volunteer squad of High School boys for fighting forest 
fires, in connection with the Fire Department Personnel, was 
organized during the year. These boys are required to be 
physically fit, and to have the written permission of their 
parents to do this work; and subject to such other regulations 
as may be imposed by, either the High School Principal, or 
the Chief of the Fire Department, or both. During the past 
season this squad rendered excellent and effective service. 
The squad captain was Robert Perry, graduated in June. 


The itemized expense of operating this department will 
be found in the Town Accountant’s report.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1938. 


Our parks and park property suffered severe damage 
from the storm in September. 


Reconditioning was started immediately after the storm 
and at the present time many of the parks are in good con- 
dition but we must await favorable action at the annual 
Town Meeting to complete the work on the rest of the park 
property. 


A large rip rap and fill project is being done at the 
Bluffs at Falmouth Heights by the State. 


We have erected a new back stop at the Ball Park in 
Falmouth Heights which was undamaged by the storm. The 
curbing has been completed and the fence painted around the 
Village Green. 


A contract was given Wood Lumber Co. to erect a new 
flag pole on the Green and the work was most efficiently car- 
ried out by Mr. A. L. Ames. 


Another tennis court has been made at the Woods Hole 
park thus making two courts which we feel was much appre- 
ciated as the courts were crowded with players the entire 
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season. We have repaired the damage from the storm at 
Woods Hole park with the exception of a small amount of 
loam and seed which we are in hopes to complete this com- 
ing spring. 


The Bathing Casino at the Falmouth Beach was slightly 
damaged by the storm though the Old Bath House was two 
thirds destroyed. At some future date if the town sees fit 
we recommend the removal of the remainder of the Old Bath 
House and the grading and beautifying of the beach where 
it now stands. 


By a special appropriation we had several substantial 
seats made and placed at various locations in the town. At 
present they are in perfect condition with the exception of 
two which were destroyed by the storm. 


By vote of the town a strip of land bordering Shivericks 
pond was placed under our control. This land was graded, 
seeded and kept in good condition. 


At Old Silver Beach the Bath House was completely 
destroyed by the storm and we have placed an article in the 
warrant asking the town to rebuild the Bath House. Our 
receipts show that it has been a paying proposition as well 
as a public need.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


The past season your committee has concentrated its ef- 
fort on removing brush about the newly planted trees, and 
with the help of W-P.A. labor about 50 acres has been cleaned 
up, thus assuring good growing conditions for the pines and 
spruces set in 1935, 1936, and 1937. A good deal of work has 
been done on the main roads so that now autos may go easily 
from Route 28 to the Brick Kiln Road and in some places 
from the Brick Kiln Road to Gifford Street. Most of the 
smaller roads are now passable for sprayers and fire appar- 
atus, as these roads are now used a great deal as horse-back 
riding trails. 


About 20,000 young white pine and white spruce were 
planted the past season some of which were used to fill spaces 
where trees had died in the drought of 1936. The young trees 
did very well in the damp season of 1938 and there were very 
few losses. On the whole most of the plantings are doing 
well and te anyone interested in trees a visit to the Town 
Forest is now well worth while. 


Your committee is taking a particular interest in develop- 
ing the flowering Dogwood of which there are several acres 
located in a valley at the northeast end of Long Pond. This 
natural plantation of dogwood is probably the largest and 
best anywhere on the Cape and your committee especially 
requests that you visit these in late May; during the blooming 
season. Hasy access to this section may be had from Brick 
Kiln Road. The trees are in the valley on the left of the road 
as you go southwest. This section of the Forest is also the 
natural home of another very valuable tree; the hickory, and 
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your committee is taking an especial interest in preserving 
a splendid lot of these. This tree is not subject to the at- 
tack of the Gypsy Moth and is apparently immune to many 
diseases so for these reasons it should become one of the most 
valuable trees in the town forest. 


We were fortunate in escaping any serious damage in 
the hurricane of September 21st, practically no trees were 
blown down, although we have several acres of large trees on 
the east side of the pond. In some sections of the state town 
forests were seriously damaged and the work of years made 
unproductive; also leaving a fire hazard which is likely to 
wipe out the remaining trees. 


Up to the present time we have planted in the area and 
including Goodwill Park about 350,000 trees of all kinds and 
there are still unplanted areas that will continue to take 
about 20,000 trees a year for several years, as these places 
are made ready. The Town Forest will also continue to pro- 
vide work for Welfare and W.P.A. labor for the trees will need 
attention for some time to come.

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Report of the Planning Board 


During 1938 the Planning Board has met, considered, and 
acted upon the various matters which have been submitted 
for its consideration, and has held public hearings relative to 
matters involving changes in the Zoning By-Law. 


The Planning Board has considered various possible pub- 
lic improvements for the town, however, having in mind gen- 
eral existing conditions and the unusual financial demands 
with which the town is burdened, together with the added 
emergency requirements occasioned by the recent hurricane 
it has not seemed desirable during the past year to suggest 
projects or improvements which would involve any substan- 
tial outlay. 


Suggestions with regard to the proposed new Post Office 
were requested from the Planning Board, and the matter 
was given consideration and its recommendation has been 
forwarded to the proper postal authorities and filed with 
other data, relative to this building in connection with the 
final preparation of plans for the same. 


The Planning Board during 1938 has received various re- 
quests for copies of the Zoning By-Law from various other 
towns throughout the state where the adoption of similar By- 
Laws are contemplated, and has supplied copies of the same 
together with such information as has been requested. 


While it is a necessary incident of the Zoning By-Law 
that in certain instances it may conflict with individual de- 
sires, in view of the number of towns that are becoming in- 
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terested in securing the protection afforded by Zoning, the 
Board feels that in adopting the benefits of these By-Laws 
the Town of Falmouth took a forward step which assures the 
town that the building congestion and other menaces to 
health and to the enjoyment of property which prevail in 
numerous other towns and cities cannot under our present 
regulations obtain here.

In making another Annual Report it is gratifying to 
mention that the use of the Main Library has shown a large 
increase in 1938, with the circulation at the East Falmouth 
Branch about the same as in 1937. 


We earnestly request that everyone read the detailed re- 
port of the Librarian which follows, and draw particular at- 
tention to the chart of circulation, population and appropri- 
ations, which accompanies it. During the eleven year period 
from 1927 to 1938, it shows that the circulation has nearly 
trebled, while the population has less than doubled, and our 
appropriation has been only slightly increased. 


Frequent exhibitions of paintings, etchings and other art 
material have met with favor and are worthy of greater in- 
terest and enjoyment. 


Falmouth is fortunate to have so large and well equipped 
a library with spacious and attractive grounds. We feel that 
the plantings and lawns are enough of a community asset to 
justify reasonable annual expenditures to maintain them in 
good condition. The co-operation of the townspeople is re- 
quested, to keep them neat and in good order at all seasons. 
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Suggestions are always welcome for methods of improv- 
ing the service of the Library in any possible way.

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During the year the main library has been open to the 
public every day, except on Sundays and holidays, from one- 
thirty to six o’clock and from seven o’clock to eight-thirty in 
the evening. The East Falmouth branch has been open on 
Tuesdays and Fridays, from one-thirty to three-thirty and 
from seven to nine o’clock in the evening. 


In the circulation statistics it is interesting to notice the 
increased use of periodicals by patrons. The reading-room 
is provided with a fine supply of magazines, and while it is 
customary to keep the current issues on the tables, the back 
numbers may be freely borrowed. 


A review of the Library’s program for the year brings the 
assurance that its affairs have run smoothly, and that this 
year has been no exception to the gradual increase in useful- 
ness. It has been of interest to prepare a diagram showing 
graphically the story our records tell, that of a gradual but 
steady improvement in the library’s service in the community, 
as well as it can be judged from tangible statistics. This 
diagram is presented on a separate page of our report. 


The usual events of the year were arranged, the instruc- 
tion for school classes in use of the library facilities, the ex- 
hibits of various art material, the Book Week program pre- 
pared for a number of teachers and their pupils in November. 


It was found necessary in the spring to increase the shelf 
capacity in the East Falmouth branch. We were assisted in 
this by the school, which provided labor for the project, while 
the library bought materials and a collection of reference 
books selected specifically for school needs. We were fortun- 
ate during the year in receiving a generous gift of books from 
Mrs. Jason Rogers of North Falmouth, many of which were 
placed in East Falmouth. Another improvement at the 
branch was the placing of an attractive sign at the entrance 
to our corner of the building. The collection of books in the 
branch being relatively small, it has not to date been cata- 
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logued. We hope to do this in the coming year in order that 
its growth shall be along the established lines convenient to 
library management. 


One event of the year was to be the meeting in Falmouth 
of the Cape Cod Library Club. Arrangements were made for 
this with the cooperation of the trustees. However, plans 
were quite drastically interrupted by the event of the now- 
famous hurricane. Although the two-day program was pre- 
sented according to schedule, it was attended by only about 
half of the expected number. The persons who did attend 
found the occasion an enjoyable one and we felt that the 
meeting was pleasant and successful in spite of the unfor- 
tunate circumstances. It is unnecessary to print the program 
here as copies of it may be found on file. Mr. Leonard Nason 
of Centerville and Miss Inez Hogan of Provincetown were two 
of the principle speakers. Miss Jones of Boston was unable to 
reach Falmouth because of the storm. 


With a sincere expression of appreciation for the assist- 
ance rendered during the year by the other members of the 
library staff, and for the confidence and cooperation of the 
trustees, this report is respectfully submitted.

The year of 1938 gave the affairs of the North Falmouth 
Library a new impetus, the Mass. Library Aid Association 
providing the means to install two new book stacks, which 
were so greatly needed and are so highly valued by both 
patrons and librarian. 


Many holiday greetings from the summer residents ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the new facilities, some having 
assisted with gifts of money, others donating books. 


The “hurricane roared” and levelled the chimney of the 
church housing our collection of books, but through the kind- 
ness of Mrs. E. M. Chandler of Taunton who offered her elec- 
tric heater, the library kept its doors open in the interim. 


The F. P. L. Association at the State House has loaned 
many volumes for those desirous of study, in the line of Re- 
ligious topics; also Psychology, Science, Problems of Citizen- 
ship and Home Economics. A new set of Encyclopedia has 
been added to our collection, and among the gift books from 
the state were several valuable copies depicting animal, bird, 
and insect life.

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Report of Welfare Appropriation for 1938 


The Welfare Cost for 1938 has been an increase over 1937, 
this being due to the curtailment of men working on W.P.A. 
projects for the first three months of 1938 necessitating a 
larger Welfare load for those months. The other nine months 
were approximately the same case load as we carried in 1937. 


For the year 1939 we are asking for $50,000. for Tempor- 
ary Aid and $4,000. for maintenance of the Town Infirmary. 


There are 8 inmates at the Town Infirmary, 5 males, and 
3 females at the present time. 


We are also asking for $12,000. for Aid to Dependent 
Children, however, for this $12,000. that we are asking there 
are reimbursements from the State and Federal Government 
of approximately $6,000. which leaves the net cost to the 
Town of Falmouth $6,000. as you will see in detail below. 


The Old Age Assistance has arrived to that number 
where the State demands a separate department. We are, 
therefore, asking for $1,200. for administration and $23,000. 
for aid. While the Old Age Assistance figure is large the cost 
to the Town of Falmouth is small, whereas, a person receiving 
$30.00 per month; the Federal Government reimburses the 
Town of Falmouth $15.00; the State, $10.00; thus leaving the 
net cost to the Town of Falmouth $5.00. 


We have received from the Federal Government approx- 
imately $100,000. in cash on W.P.A. projects during the year 
1938.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 31, 1939. 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sirs: 


The following is a condensed statement of the suits and 
claims pending against the Town of Falmouth as of this date 
together with the disposition of suits and claims of a legal 
nature completed in the calendar year 1938; also suits in 
which the Town has been or is the party plaintiff. 


1. Annie R. Whittemore vs. William E. English, et als, Board 
of Selectmen of Falmouth. (Supreme Judicial Court) 


It will be recalled that on December 28, 1937 the Full 
Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court overruled ex- 
ceptions taken by me on behalf of Eunice M. Lawrence, Town 
Clerk, and William J. Lockhart, Building Inspector, in the 
first two cases brought by Annie R. Whittemore involving 
the Zoning By-Law covering the Samuel T. Cahoon ice house 
property on Sippewissett Road. Following this decision the 
Town Clerk, acting under legal advice, struck from her re- 
cords the vote which the Town had passed on January 30, 
1935 purporting to change the Cahoon ice house lot from a 
Single residence district to a light industrial district, and a 
Writ of Mandamus was served on William J. Lockhart, Build- 
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ing Inspector, as a result of which the use of the Samuel T. 
Cahoon property on Sippewissett Road for manufacturing ice 
was stopped. The decision of the Supreme Court in these cases 
was based on one ground only; namely, that the Planning 
Board had not made a preliminary report with recommenda- 
tions to the Town as is required by the statute. 


It, therefore, appeared that in order to amend the Zoning 
By-law so as to change the Cahoon property the Town must 
start the proceedings of changing this Cahoon property 
from a single residence to a light industrial district all over 
again from the very beginning and this time be careful that 
it be done in strict compliance with all legal requirements 
both in form and substance. An appropriate petition and 
article were filed for this amendment, the matter duly ad- 
vertised, a public hearing duly. held before the Planning 
Board, an article inserted in the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting, and on February 16, 1938 the same amend- 
ment was voted by the Town Meeting Members 142-10. The 
report of the Planning Board which was submitted to the 
Town at this Annual Town Meeting recommended against 
this amendment and complied with the statute. On March 
7, 1938 this new amendment was approved by the Attorney 
General, following which an application was filed with the 
Board of Selectmen by Samuel T. Cahoon that a permit be 
granted to him to use this location for the manufacture of 
ice. Parties were notified and public notice given of a hear- 
ing to be held on this application on April 15, 1938. Before 
this hearing was held, namely, on April 6, 1938, a peti- 
tion for a Writ of Mandamus brought by Annie R. Whittemore 
was filed against William E. English, Charles R. Stowers and 
Frederick T. Lawrence as Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Falmouth seeking to compel them to take no further action 
on this application and to compel the Building Inspector to 
enforce the mandamus in the previous case, which mandamus 
the petitioner claimed still remained in full force and effect. 
Briefly the claim on behalf of Annie R. Whittemore, petition- 
er, was that the Town of Falmouth was positively and final- 
ly barred from taking any further action in changing this 
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same Cahoon ice house property from a single residence dis- 
trict to a light industrial district or, stated in other words, that 
the Town was prevented by the previous decision from making 
the same change even though this second time the procedure 
was correct. On April 12, on behalf of the Selectmen I filed 
an answer containing a Demurrer. A Demurrer is a pleading 
which in effect states that even if what is set forth in the 
petition is all true there is no case. In other words, by this 
pleading filed on behalf of the Selectmen the issue was raised 
as to whether the previous case was a bar to the 1938 action 
of the Town making this amendment again, or, as 
it is stated in legal verbiage, whether the previous decision 
was res adjudicata. Also on April 12, 1938, this matter was 
argued before Mr. Justice Donahue of the Supreme Court and 
briefs were filed with him by both parties. On June 1, 1938, 
he rendered his decision which was that the Demurrer on be- 
half of the Selectmen be sustained. This decision meant that 
in his opinion the previous case was not a bar to the present 
amendment proceedings taken by the Town. On June 2, 
1938, on verifying the record of this decision at Boston, I ad- 
vised the Selectmen by telephone of that decision and also 
advised them that in view of such decision they were now in 
my opinion free to act on the application of Samuel T. Ca- 
hoon to use this property for the manufacture of ice. On 
that same date, there was a hearing before Mr. Justice Don- 
ahue at Boston at which time at the request of the petitioner 
he reported the question of law involved in this case to the 
Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court for their de- 
cision. At the same time, I advised counsel for the petitioner 
and Mr. Justice Donahue that presumably the Selectmen 
would at once act on the application for the permit to manu- 
facture ice and, although protest was made on behalf of the 
petitioner, no order was issued by Mr. Justice Donahue to pre- 
vent any action by the Selectmen. A permit was then grant- 
ed to Mr. Cahoon by the Board of Selectmen and the use of 
the artificial ice plant was resumed. Up to the date of this 
decision of Mr. Justice Donahue, I had advised the Board of 
Selectmen to defer their decision on the application of Mr. 
Cahoon for use of this property for his artificial ice plant. 
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The Report to the Full Bench of the Supreme Court was 
duly entered, briefs prepared and filed by both sides, and the 
case was argued before Chief Justice Field, Judges Dolan, 
Ronan, Lummus and Cox on November 9, 1938. No decision 
has been rendered up to this date. 


2. Annie R. Whittemore vs. William J. Lockhart, Building 
Inspector. (Supreme Judicial Court) 


Following the action of the Board of Selectmen on June 
2, 1938, in granting a permit to Samuel T. Cahoon to operate 
his plant for the manufacture of ice, a further petition was 
brought by Annie R. Whittemore against John R. Augusta, 
Building Inspector, for the purpose of having him adjudged 
in contempt. This was likewise based on the claim of the 
petitioner that the mandamus in the previous case was still 
in effect, that the previous decision and rulings were res 
adjudicata and that the Town had no legal right to make 
the same amendment again even though this time the pro- 
cedure were correct and that, in permitting or taking 
such action, John R. Augusta, Building Inspector, who had 
succeeded William J. Lockhart, Building Inspector, was act- 
ing contrary to the order of the Court and therefore should 
be adjudged in contempt. I prepared and filed an answer on 
behalf of the Building Inspector setting forth the facts in 
considerable detail. On June 24, this petition was heard be- 
fore Mr. Justice Lummus of the Supreme Court who declined 
to take any action pending the decision of the Full Bench of 
the Supreme Court in the previous case of Annie R. Whitte- 
more against William E. English et als, Selectmen of Fal- 
mouth and Judge Lummus ordered this case continued until 
a decision should be arrived at in that previous case. 


3. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth. (Suffolk Superior 
Court—2 cases) 


Both of these cases involve claims of the City of Boston 
against the Town of Falmouth for alleged Welfare Aid. The 
second case was only brought recently and is not returnable 
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into Court until March 6, 1939, and alleges damages of only 
$200. It would seem that the Town of Falmouth has adequate 
defences to both of these actions and, if there is anything 
owed for welfare by Falmouth to Boston, it is but a small 
amount. 


4. Falmouth Institute vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


This is the remaining case before the Appellate Tax 
Board of several cases in which petitioner claimed exemption 
or, in the alternative, excessive taxation on this property. Set- 
tlements have been arrived at and terminated in all but this 
one case and presumably this case will be settled on terms 
quite similar to those in the other cases which were approved 
by the Board of Assessors and by the Tax Commissioner. 


5. Katherine Conley vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


This case was tried out before the Appellate Tax Board 
at Boston. The decision was certainly a peculiar one. In 
other words, the same property and the same assessment had 
been tried out before the Board of Tax Appeals in December, 
1935, and the decision had been in favor of the Town, namely, 
that the assessment was fair. Notwithstanding the previous 
decision, the present Appellate Tax Board made a reduction 
to the amount of $500. in favor of the petitioner. There had 
been no change in the facts affecting the valuations of this 
property located on King Street, Falmouth next to the 
Capron Estate. 


6. Josephine W. Lawrence vs. Inhabitants of Falmouth. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


The petitioner owns property on the Northerly side of 
Beach Road (Surf Drive) near the point where Beach Road 
crosses the railroad tracks. After the acceptance of the wid- 
ening, alteration and relocation of this road in the 1938 An- 
nual Town Meeting, an Order of Taking was made by the 
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Selectmen which involved the taking of certain portions of 
the petitioner’s land. The petitioner, through her repre- 
sentatives, expressed dissatisfaction with the award and af- 
ter conferences, the Board of Selectmen offered to increase 
the amount to an amount which appeared to them adequate 
and proper. This offer was refused, and the petitioner filed 
an application in the Barnstable Superior Court to have her 
damages assessed. It is returnable into Court on February 
6, 1939. 


7. Falmouth, Petitioner, vs. Addie C. Pattison. 
(Land Court) 


Through the lenience of the Land Court, a further ex- 
tension of time has been granted to the respondent mort- 
gagee to pay off the balance due the Town under the findings 
of the Court. The continued leniency of the Land Court to 
this mortgagee delays the final termination of this case or 
the final payment of the balance due. It is expected however 
that the present extension of time will be the final one. 


8. Town of Falmouth vs. City of Cambridge. 
(Middlesex Superior Court) 


On the date that the above case was finally assigned to 
be reached for trial and while representatives of the 
Board of Public Welfare and counsel were in attend- 
ance at Cambridge, propositions of adjustment were made 
by the City of Cambridge. These propositions were in- 
creased so that they amounted to the sum of $500. and, as 
this seemed a very fair and adequate settlement of the claim, 
the case was settled on that basis and that amount paid to 
the Town. 


9. Sullivan Heirs’ Claim. 


This claim was finally settled by the purchase of the en- 
tire strip of shore property and payment to these heirs of 
$1500., of which $750. was contributed by the State; as a claim 
for damages had also been made against the State. This 
payment was in accordance with the vote passed at the last 
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Special Town Meeting authorizing a settlement on that basis. 
The Town, therefore, is released from these claims and is now 
the owner of this long strip of beach on which, or in the im- 
mediate vicinity of which, either two or three jetties are soon 
to be constructed by the State. 


10. Claim of Harry B. Hopson, Executor. 


A claim has been made:on behalf of Harry B. Hopson, 
Executor, against both the Town of Falmouth and the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for alleged damages to the Hop- 
son property at Falmouth Heights, this being the property on 
which the former Cottage Club, more recently the Gables 
Casino, has been located. Apparently the contention is made 
that the construction of a jetty for the protection of the 
water front has had a damaging effect on the supports of 
this building because of the changing action of the tides 
which changed action it is contended has caused the sands 
to move from underneath the building to other locations. It 
would appear that so far as the Town of Falmouth is con- 
cerned, it is doubtful if there is any legal liability to the 
petitioner. 


ll. Tax Titles Cases (Land Court) 


Unfortunately many of the above petitions are still pend- 
ing in the Land Court. These are instances where it became 
necessary to foreclose tax titles for failure to pay taxes over 
a number of years. Many of these are instances where the 
owners have preferred to let the properties go rather than 
pay taxes on them. It is hoped that they will all be disposed 
of during the year 1939. 


In conclusion, I am glad to report that with the exception 
of those cases involving the Zoning By-law as applied to the 
Cahoon ice plant site on Sippewissett Road, there are no 
cases pending against the Town which, in my opinion, are 
of a real serious nature.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(bo) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount’ of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(bo) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid. is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
. the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 
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Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 


Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shali hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
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Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be  pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(o) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, cold metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916). 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 


Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934) 
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INDIANS AND WHALES 


(Facts behind the cover drawn by Lleyd T. Nightingale) 


Right whales were plentiful off the coast of Cape Cod when the first 
discoverers came. The first whalemen of the American continent were 
undoubtedly Indians, although the white men brought knowledge of the 
fishery across the Atlantic. The history of whaling has been traced back 
to 1150 when King Sancho the Wise granted special privileges in whaling 
to the Spanish city of San Sebastian. 


“When the Mayflower had anchored inside of Cape Cod, the Pil- 
grims observed that ‘large whales of the best kind for oil and bone came 
daily alongside and played about the ship...’ Because of the number 
of whales seen there some of the Pilgrims wished to settle on the Cape,” 
writes John R. Spears in his “Story of the New England Whalers”. 


“The first white man to explore the coast of New England found red 
whalers at work,’ Spears says, “In every tribe along the coast were men 
accustomed to killing whales. To secure the whale the Indian had to go 
afloat upon the sea, and it was during the winter season that whales 
were found in greatest numbers along the Atlantic coast. The Indian 
went afloat in the ocean in a canoe, the frame of which was tied to- 
gether with sinew, the planking composed of the bark of a tree, and the 
cracks calked with the fat of animals mixed with spruce gum. With 
their frail canoes and their stone-headed spears, the Indians swarmed 
out to sea in pursuit of whales whenever they saw the spouts... Many 
an Indian canoe was smashed by the fighting whales, and many an 
Indian lost his life.” 


The first white American whalemen also began their fishing from 
small boats which put out from shore. Spears suggests that Indians 
helped pull the boats as they later went from Gay Head and Mashpee 
to help man the deep sea whaleships. Freeman, the Cape historian re- 
cords, “Ichabod Paddock was in 1690 engaged to go to Nantucket from 
Cape Cod to instruct the people of that island in the art of killing 
whales by the employment of boats from the shore.” 


Falmouth was first settled in 1660, so that such a scene as the artist 
pictures might well have been enacted off the sound shore of Falmouth 
in 1605.
